Hona Kone, December 20.—The French have 
captured the principal outposts of Sontay, em- 
bracing five strongly fortified villages. The ene- 
} my made a stubborn resistance. The French loss 
is 200 men and fifteen officers killed and wound- 
ed. Admiral Courbet, commanding, had 7,000 
men; 4.000 were engaged in the action, and the 
remainder beld in reserve. The Chinese still hold 
the fortress at Sontay.

They report that the steamer took fire Sunday 
last in the Bay of Biscay. Eighty-two of the 
crew and passengers took to boats. The Orst 
boat reached an Kuglish brig, the second re- 
turned to the burning vessel, the third has not 
been beard from, and the fourth, containing four- 
teen persons. landed at Dartmouth. When these 
left the burning steamer there were thirty people 
on board. Itis thought they were rescued, asa 
steamer was seen bearing down towards the ves- 
sel. 

LATER—A Corunna, Spain, dispatch says: A 
brig has landea here with a portion of the crew of 
the steamer St. Augustine. 

This is probably the brig which picked up the 
people iu the first boat. 


VESSEL ASHORE. 
GIBRALTAR, December 20.—The British troop- 


ship Euphrates is ashore near Tarifa. Guuboats 
have been sent to her assistance. 


Germany. 
BERLIN, December 20.—The National Gazette 
states that at the meeting of the Cruwn Prince 
and the Pope, there was no allusion two Cuitur- 
kampf, although it is understwod the Pope exe 
pected something of the inteutious of Prussia to- 
wards the church. The Rome correspondent of 
the Tagbiatt states that the Crowu Prince at the 
reception of the German residents trusted his 
visit to the Pope would bave beneiicial results in 
every way. 
THE CZAR HURT. 

BERLIN, December 20.—Information has just 
been received that the Czar, while hunting, was 
thrown outof a wagon and lojuredin the richt 
shoulder. Grave fears tor atime were enier- 
tained, but the Kaiser has received a speciai tele- 
gram stating that bis injuries are not serious. 


Ireland. 

DcBLtn, December 20.—John Moylan, a farmer 
receutly returned from America, Was shot dead 
at Clonbar, pear Galway, last nicht.

THE COURT-MARTIAL. 


Argument To-day on the Jarisdiction of the 
Court—Closing With Seorct Session. 

The court-martial engaged in trying Col. James 
G. Butler re-convened this morning at 11 o’clock 
atthe Armory. At roll call each of the ning mem- 
bers of the court responded. 

Col. D. P. Dyer, counsel for the accused, asked 
leave to add afew words tothe argument made 
by him yesterday, upon the point of the legality 
of the iaw convening the present court. He had 
held that the law, or section 6399 of the Statutes, 
was unconstitutional, This section incorporates 
the laws and regulations governing the army of 
the United States into the statutes of Missouri: it 
does 80 only by title and does not repeat those laws 
and reguiations. Butarticle 4, section 33, of the 


Constitution proviaes that no law can be incorpoer- 
ated in a statute of Missouri by mere reference 
to its title. Another point made by Col. Dyer is 
that no militia officer can be tried for any act ex- 
cept while under pay and in the active service of 
the Siate. “But, adinitting that the laws govern- 
ing the United States Army arein force in Mis- 
sourl, where,” Coil. Dyer asked. “Is the clause in 
those Jaws which makes it an offense for a mau to 
Violate the militia iaw of Missouri?” 

The points brought out to-day by Col. Dyer 
were but in lucidation of bis previous argument, 
and showing other and minor incuusistencies of 
ihe law avd the present Court-martial proceed- 
ings. He even denied that the organization of tue 
veriected 
sufficiently to render any order of Gen, Lawrence 
of auy force whatever. He claimed that no Dri- 
a bas ever been organized here; that Gen. 

awrence’s commission does not specify what 
trvops he is to command, and that thereiore he 
has no authoriiy. He said that Gen. Lawrence 
had never been assigned to command the regi- 
ment of which Col. Butier had been commissioned 
colonel, Col. Builer has a right to issue opcers to 
his regimeni, fur the reason that be has been 
legally elected and, on el: ctivn, commissioned Ly 
the Governor. Gen. Lawrence bas now a Ccom- 
mission of about the same force as that Of a stall 
offiicer—a commission, but Le is in commaud of Do 
troops. 

Judge Advocate Seddons made in reply a writ- 
ten statement. He claimed chit the accused could 
Lot plead want of jurisdiction afier he had 
pleaded not guilty. € must do so ore enter- 
ing aplea. In regard to the jurisdiction of the 
coart, he made argument Wal a court-martial is a 
court of limited and special jurisdiction cailed out 
by special circumstances. In this calling out the 
spirit of the law must be considered. He claimed 
that the requirements of the law had been sub- 
stantially fu.filled in calling out the present court, 
If other opinion was held the whole tillitia law 
wentdown. He admitied that the provisions of 
the law are hot as specific as they should be. He 
deciared that all the court nad to do was 
to follow out. the instructions  viven 
them by the Governor. They were not here to 
pass uvon the coustitutionality of the law. Todo 
80 Was absurd, 
Here Col. Dyer interrupted by saving that he 
had never calied imo quesiion the legality of this 
cou rt, only the legality of the law au:ihorizing the 
eourt. The court was legal so far as the statutes 
pow stand. 
Mr. Seddons continued his argument to show 
that the court bad no authority to investigate the 
conusiitutionaliiy of the act under which they are 
proceeding. and read strong proof of his position 
from the wutborities. He then went on at some 
length to argue that the iaw, as it stands, is not 
uncunstititional, but brought out no points of 
reneral interest. He wdmitted that no law can 
6 made a portion of the actual law of the State 
by simple reference, but he said 
that the Legislature had authority to make rules 
and regulations for any particular body by refer- 
ence, as, for instance, the Merchants’ Exchange 
organization or the Militia organizaiion. He 
also contended that a brigade is net necessary to

The Governor bas, he suid, formed 
military disiricts and put generals in charge of 
them, Just as the United States has now districts 
with generals in charge, but po brigades.

THE UGLY ANAMAAK, 


An American’s Recollection of Him 
and His Ways. 
Pittsfield Correspondence of the Evening Post. 


{ visited Anam in the early part of May, 
1882, and again in .Septeuber of the same 
year. Atthe time it did not occur to me 
that the country would ever play any im- 
portant part on the world’s stage, and al- 
though Lfound it of great interest, I toox 
but scanty notes of what I saw, and carrie 
away comparatively little in the way of ob- 
servation. © Presuming on the possibility of 
that little being more or less interesting at 
this time, 1 beg leave to speak of some of the 
satieat features of the country and its peo- 
ple. 

Ihave seen Patagonians and Magyars. 
people renowned for ugliness, but none of 
them are one whit as ugly asthe Anaman, 
who isthe ugiiestof men. He is to blame 
tor being a Mongolian, a physical disgrace 
to his race. Of about the same height as the 
Chinaman, he is coarserand yet more deli- 
cate. His skin is tawny, and of the hue of 
black mud that has lain exposed to the sun 
until the process of partial drying has fixed 
it of a peculiar darkness. He has a flat Chi- 
nese face, with flat, flabby nose, flat narrow 
forehead, and a flatness of chin that I never 
saw excelled. To make the flatness appear | 
ludicrous, his cheek-bones protrude like 
those of an American Indian, and his lips 
are as thick and his neck as short as an Af- 
rican’s. Tomake the picture of ugliness 
most complete, he has a remarkable swagger, 
and as he fairly reels along, he expectorates 
the juice of the areca nut which he is al- 
ways chewing, and which has so blackened 
his teeth that his occasional grin is incar- 
nately diabolic. 

This peculiar human specimen is one of an 
imperial population of ten millions,of which 
besides the true Anamese are Chinese, Cam- 
bodians, Chams and some savage tribes: 
the Chinese dominantin all that makes for 
duminauce, and the Anamesein the largest 
pu bers. 

The Anaman talks through his flat nose, 
his voice like the crowing of a Brahma cock. 
It is hard work for him to talk, and no won- 
der, fur, aside from the nasal inadequacy, his 
language is spoken with difficulty even by a 
native. Hespeaksas if he was about to 
sneeze, and seems to want it inferred that 
after a promising sternutation he has some- 
thing important tosay. His language costs 
him its full value. It is monosyllabic, va- 
ried in tone and necessarily a complete sys- 
tem of aspiration of a marked character. 

Prayer, scolding, mourning, and laughter 
are similar in sound, though different of ex- 

ression. The entire articulatory effort is 

ike the fowl’s crowing. At Nankin I was 
lodged near a Buddhist temple, and having

The ey it betrayed the ple’s origin 
long ago, and I learned when i returned to 
Canton that the Anamese are very aborigi- 
nal.

THE STORY OF A BELL. 


To Boston on the Tea Ship it Still Rings 
from a Germantown School-house. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

Back from the main street of Germantowrj 
that echoes now with the rumble of the 
Fourth and Eight street cars, that echoed 
106 years ago with the first dropping shots of 
Washingtan’s sunrise surprise, runs School 
lane. Back from Schowl lane stands the 
gray old barrack-like building whence the 
thoroughfare takes its name. It is German- 
town Academy. Long and rambiing is the 
edifice; jong and rambling is its history. 

The first of the young idea that it taught 
how to shoct may have marched with Brad- 
dock; not by any means the Jast were some 
of those above whose memories the marble 

lunteer of ’61 stands guard where the lane 
and Main street meet. Fur ninety-nine years 
its scholars have assembled and disgersed to 
the clank of onebeil. But for a sffange ac- 
cident 110 years should have been written 
instead of ninety-nine. It lost eleven years 
of its usefulness as a guide of the youth of 
Germantown, aud it has for this and one 
other reason a mournful tone. It is not one 
of the kind of beils that Father Prout chron- 
icled, nora Roland of Bruges shouting its 
name and clamoring ‘“‘there is victury in the 
land.”” It rather su ggests pome-comnng 
cattle, with its monotunous and chastene 
“clankety-clank-clank.” It was in the sum- 
mer of 1773 that a London founder of bells, 
whose name has not lived as long as his 
handiwork, received an order froim the then 
predecessors of the peesses twenty-one gen- 
tlemen who direct the fortunes of the acade- 
my fora bell. Its price is not known, but it 
was enough to buy 284 pounds of metal in 
bell shape. The founder wrvaght it in the 
honest way peculiar to old-fashioned arti- 
sans and shipped it to America, where it ar- 
rived in Boston harbor in December of the 
same year. But the bell was in bad com- 
pany. The rest of the cargoof the ship in 
which it came was tea. 

Boston was opposed to tea. On the night 
of December 1 yg peaceful bell for 
which the boys uf rmantewn were wait- 
ing clanked with a tremor of fear in the hoid 
as the mock Indians cameon board of its 
ship and two others and madva big tea-pot 
of the bleak watersof thebay. They spared 
the beli, but it was not permitted to lJand. 
Back it saiied to London, to be dead stock on 
the hands of its maker, who cursed the dis- 
honesty of the colonists, as was fashionable 
at the time. Then came Lexington, Bunker 
Hill, the Declaration, later blood flowing in 
the main street of Germantown, some of it 
out of the one thousand dead that Washing- 
ton left when he retreated—the blogd of the 
boys whom the bell should have cailed to 
school. The peace now a century old came 
at last, and in 1784, the year after it, the 
bell crossed the Atiantic for the third and 
last time, and amid the wonder of the Knick- 
erbocker urchins of the ume, reached its 
piace at last in the modest belfry of the 


Academy.

THE CLAIM OF sT. LOUIS. 

In ur.ing the claim of St. Louis for the 
National Democratic Convention we wish it 
to be understood that there is no “hurrah” 
business aboutit. It isa plain question of 
comparative advantages, in which St. Louis 
has the best of it so conspicuously as to 
make its claim amount to an unquestioned 
right. 

The situation fs just this: The Conven- 
tion must be held in a large city. The time 
for conventions in small cities is past. It 
cannot be held in an Eastern citv. The time 
for that is past also. The choice is practi- 
eally narrowed down to Chicago, Louisville, 
Cincinnati and St. Louis. 

The Convention cannot go to Chicago; it 
cannot occupy the alandoned camping 
ground of the Republican horde, On the 
other hand,it cannot go to Louisville. Louis- 
ville is a lovely place, but it is on the wrong 
side of the river. 

The choice is narrowed down to St. Louis 
and Cincinnati, and if St. Louis, with its 
greater size, its liberality, its prestige of 
having nominated the only ticket that won, 
cannot get away with Cincinnati, it will be 
our own fault.

Many aman has served several terms in 
Congress without doing as much for his con- 
stituents and for the people at large as our 
young Congressman O'NEILL has accom- 
plished already atthe very threshold of his 
first term.

That this committee will become an in- 
fluential element in the shaping of legisla- 
tion is eventually certain, and the jabor in- 
terest is indebted fur it toa young member 
who has not been in Congress long enough 
to see a bill paswed. All the States are 
awakening to the \itility of labor committees 
in they legislatures and labor commission- 
ers as part of their executive outit, and we

They 
forget that heat destroys almost all vegetable 
poisons, if properly applied, Why, I have cooked 
aad eaten the poison ivy, found it quite zood, and 
experienged no ill effects trom it. I simply boiled 
it very well, changing the water on it three or 
four times, and served it as you would spinach. 
But you mu.-t be very careful, when you eook pol- 
son ivy, to throw the water from it where no ani- 
mais or fowls can get at It, fot it is eértain to kill. 
Tapioca, you kuow, is made from a poisonous 
plaut, and those common yegetables, lettuce and 
celery, were originally, in their wild state, poi- 
sonous.

Apropos of a communication from Mr. Feuer- 
bach in yesterduy’s Post-DisPaTcH in regard to 
shade trees on streets, allow metomention that 
Mr. Theo. C. Link, formerly Superintendent of 
Public Parks of this city, has touched upon this 
subject already in 1877 in his report tothe City 
Council. [pn it Mr. Link strongly recommends the 
lining of certain streets and avenues witi shade 
trees as one of the most pleasing features of cily 
embellishinent. The existing ordinances making 
it compuisory upon property-holders to plant 
shade trees on the sidewalks being non-effective 
in results as well as in the compliance therewith, 
said report suggests a remeay which would in- 
sure usiformity, regularity and the other requis- 
ites of huble rows of trees,and that is for the city, 
through its Park Department, to undertake the 
planting and maintaining of the tiees aiong such 
avenues aud residence streets as are designated 
by ordivance, olfsetting the expense by a special 
tax bill against tue property benefited.

Discrimination in Favor of Chicago on 
Fourth-Class Freight—Why Chicago 
Can Cut Into St. Louis Territory—The 
Freight Question. 


The question of “freight discrimination’ 
brought out two Communications from the Freight 
Bureau, wuich were published’ in last evening’s 
Post-DisPATCH. ‘Mr. Dwight-Tredway and Man- 
ager Frink both rush te tue front with lengthy ex 
plunations as to how Seoer Varala dia and how 
he did 10t obtain a cut rate from Chicago. They 
attempt to @ast asiur upon his statements, and 


would have the merchants of St. Louis believe 
that the question of discrimination ia favor of 
Chicago by both the Eastern aud Western roads 
is alpere myth. But facts and fizures will not 
bearthem out. Myr. Tredway states ghat the 
Freight Bureau has always found the | 4uagers 
of the Gould system “not oniy wilting but eager 
to inéet any rates that are made from competing 
Cities, and most earnest in guarding the iuterests 
of st. Louis in the matter of trans- 
portalion.”’ The Gvuuld system centers 
u St. Lous, and what benefits St. Louis 
must also bevefit hat system. But what Das tae 
Gould system dove for St. Louls in the matter of 
treight rates? It bas buuud itself to a tariff of 
joint rates fuat every inan of Common Bense Who 
reads the explanation of the above diagram cau 
see at first biusb. The great Southwes.ern sys- 
tem of railioauds Was stroug enouzh to take an iu- 
dependent stand when the question of adjusting 
freiuht rates from Si. Loulg and Chi¢azo to the 
West and Southwest was brought be- 
fore it. It knew of the prejudice 
that had ye been shown by Eastern roads 
agaiust Si. Louls and in faver of Chicago, and it 
might have é@qualized and righted matters toa 
certain extent by demauding for St. Louis a turlff 
as favurable to it, at least, as the Eastern tariff 
was. to Chicago. But this Was netdune. It con- 
sented to join hands witlhan irou<lad pool, the 
object of which was to. make Chicago the metropo- 
lisof the West, and if possibie make St. Louis a 
mere locai poimt on their itves. How far tuey 
have succeeded the facts already published and 
those at hand wiil lend strongly to show.

Hw the Police Force of the city 
Does Its Work. _ 


Immense Districts Policed by a Few Men 
—More Officers Wanted —The Territory 
Guarded by the Various Captains. 


In accordance with the suggestions which the 
Post-DisPaTcon has begn making since the thugs, 
Toot-pads and sand-baggers first took possession 
ofthe city, Counciiman Joseph Teniple intro- 
duced a bill at the Council meeting Tuesaay night 
to inérease the police force by the addition of 
Hfity men, The billis-very brief, and simple pro- 
vides that the force be increasca by fifty patrol 
men over the number now allowed by law. At 
the Police Board meeting yesterday afterday$alt- 
ernoon, Dr. Lutz introduced a skeleton of a bill 
which had the same purpose. After he had done 
so, Commissioner Woodward arose.and stafed that 
he had drafted a similar ordinance. and that Mr. 
Temple had agreed to intreduce it. 


On this statement Dr. Lutz withdrew bis paper. 
That the addition proviaed for is necessary, Do- 
body who knows anything about the way the cit 
is policed willdeny. The officiais connected with 
the Department are sure of it. They know that 
St. Louis, tor its size, has a smaller police force 
than any city in the country, and that even if the 
men Were dolug allin their power, it would be 
impossible to cover the vast territory In anyi hing 
like a safe manner with the biue-coated guardians 
of the peace who are now drawing pay. The 
highwaymen and [foot-pads have demonstrated 
successiully that the police were not much 
of an annoyance to them in their gay 
career, and this cannot be allugetber attributed 
to inefficiency on the part of the Department, 
‘To slow this a plain statement of the way the 
Meiropoiitan police force is scattered over 
the city will be sufficient. St. Louisis at present 
clivided into 
SIX POLICE DISTRICTS. 
The first, or Carondeiet district, is bounded by 
Lhe River des Peres on the south, Osceola street 
on the north, Grand avenue on the west and the 
Mississipya River.on the east. The territory in- 
‘ludes three squire miles of ground which the 
Golice are required to accountyfor. Within its 
coufines there are 50,000 inhaWitants. Yesterday 
this distiict was guarded by Captain Price, two 
Sergeants and tweniy patrolmen. The latier 
were Uivided into two squads, haif on night duty 
and the other on the day.

How ‘Montgomery, Pettus” and 
Clementi Expect to Prove It, 


——e—_— 


Inch by Inch the Fight in the Emma Bond 
Case Proceeds—Judge Thornton's Motions 
Overruled—The Shrewd Tactics of the 
Prosecution, 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch 


HILLSBORO, December 19.—Judge Phillips has | 


done everything he could to hasten the progress of 
the trial, but it is now apparent that the court 
will have to sit through the Christmas holidays. 
The practice of holding sessions at night will, 
therefore, be abandoned, as It is wearing upon all 
parties concerned, reporters included. A great 
stride towards the finish was made to-day. The 
whole morning was taken up by the attorneys of 
both sides in argument on the motions made the 
previous day by Judge Thornton, of the defense, 
to exclude the testimony of those witnesses who 
were the most important brought forward 
by the prosecution. The attorneys for the 
défense ridiculed the admission of evidence 
which they denominated frivolous, trivial 


and absurd. One circumstance after another was 
taken up and analyzed, and the very strongest 
points of the prosecution turned into the bes: 
kind of evidence of the defendants’ innocence. 
The Prosecuting Attorney, on the other side, ar- 
gued to show that these circumstances were 
damning evidence against the accused, thafthe 
defendants were undoubtedly guilty of the most 
heinous crime ever cominiited, and that avy con- 
cession made their «attorneys would destroy all 
the work of the prosecution. This was the sub- 
stance of the arguinents, but it was surrounded 
with so many references io Heard, 66 N. Y., page 
148, etc., that the unlegal ear became decidediv 
wearied during its repetition. The oratorical con- 
test succeeded in showing. more than anything 
else, how differently two people can look at one 
subject. Judge Phillips, in deciding on the 
motions, Whiéh he overruled, said, practically, 
that he could not deprive the jury 
of their right of passiug on the merits of the case, 
as he Would do were he to grant the motions, and 
that‘when all the testimouy would be received 
and arcuments heard he would advise the jury as 
to what was proper testimony to take Into con- 
sideration and what was not. ° 
THE DEFENSE, 

having lost the two tricks referred to in yester- 
day’s letter, then proceeded to play their thira, 
which was to cali the attention of the judge go 
the fact that six of the witnesses on the indftt- 
ment had not been called by the prosecution and 
to asK that these witnesses be cailed in order 
that the defense might have an opportunity to 
cross-examine them. Then there wisa loud ob- 
jection. Ihe prosecution said that these wit 
nesses were not intended to testity to materiai 
facts, but to litiependent facts: that they didn’t 
need the witnesses aud that if the defense wanted 
them they couid call them on their own side. The 

rosecutron refused tu call these witnesses aud 
Judge Phillips being called upon to decide wheth- 
er they shouid or not, ruied thai as the witnesses 
were not needed for material facts the prosecu- 
tion could drop them if they wished. The defense, 
defeated on these three points, then preceeded to 
call their own witnesses, first calling Lawrence 
Heinlein for cross-examination. Hen lein is one 
of these slow, deliberate men who besitate and 
study a long time before saying even an unim- 
portant thing, Judge Thornton asked him if he 
had not assisted inthe prosecution by paying 
money to it. “Welli—”’ drawied Heinlein, after 
two minutes deliberation. “No ‘wells’ about it,” 
said Judge Thornton. “How much money did 
you pay?” 

Heiniein studied for a minute or two, then 
reached down in his pocket, took out a memo ran- 
dum-book, went down in another pocket and got 
vut bis spectacle-case, laid the book on his lap, 
took out Lhe spectacies, rubbed them. put them 
on, tovuk up the book aguin, and slowly turned its 
leaves. The performauce lasted hve minutes. 

“How much did yuu pay?” yelled Judge Thorn- 


wa. 

“TI paid——” 

“Yes, you paid—how much did you pay?” the 
Judge demanded, fiercely. 

‘Five dollars!’’ Heinlein shouted back. 

The Judge succeeded in getting Heinlein to say 
that be had turne. in a subscription fund of $125. 
This was dohe to weaken Heiniein’s testimony 
against John Montgomery. 

Witnesses were then put on the stand to show 
that John Montgomery was at the school house 
the morning alter the outrage had been commil- 
ted, ana had,to show thatthe hole cut in the 
wali of the building was an old one, cut a shaving 
off. He did this witha knife in his right hand. 
Clementi’s presefice at Blue Mouud was shown, 
aud thefact that he sent a dispatchto Miss 
Bond’s father that two tramps had gone to St. 
Luuis was brougit out. During che night sessiou 
witnesses Were lutrcduced to break down the tes- 
timony of the convict, Meyer, that the moraing 
the defendunts were placed in Taylorville jail 
they consuited together and whispered, “‘We must 
get up a story and stick to it.”” It was proved that 
Meyer could not see the defendants from his 
cell, and proved further that Meyer, aiter his 
trial for murder, told Lawyer Creighton that he 
had been olfered inducements to give the defend- 
aunts away; that tre inducements held out were 
never consummated, and he Was sorry he ever put 
the job up on Mont omerv, Pettus and Ciemeuti., 
Interminable wrangling among the aitorneys 
marked the extractivu of the testimony from tie 
Witnesses, and marred the eveniug’s eptertain- 
ment. Judge Phillips was called upon to rule on 
evidence almost every time a question Was asked. 
Its almost impossibie to convey an tdeaof tue 
bitterness tial marks the strugygie between the 
opposing lawyers. Every inch of ground is 
fuught closely, and the consequence is that nearty 
all thetestimeony is lostin the smoke of battle. 
it was 4 matter of great wonder to many 
that the defense begin by ciearimg up 
on explaining the most trivial circumstances, in- 
stead of bringing out their strongest points. 

THEIR GAME 
is evidently to play the smail cards firstand then 
throw down their trumps. The other course was 
adopted by the prosecution. They brought out 
Miss Bond first, then Swick and Heinlein, to 
whom John Moutgomery made confessions, aud 
finally the witnesses win testified to minor mat- 
ters. 
aprobiem. Their game was considerably weak- 
ened by the sirewd management of th@ prosecu- 
tion in declining to call Drs. Cornell Wha Rock- 
well. lt was not essential to the establishment of 
auy fact by the prosecution that these physictans, 
who are the only ones who Know of Miss Bound’s 
condition after the outrage, should be called, and 
had they been calied the defense could 
have called in a great amount of expert medical 
testimony toprove various things. Thus the ae- 
fense Was headed offin what would have been 
their strohgest hold «the iniroduction of witnesses 
who would probapily cast doubt upon the fact of 
the ravishimeutand wuo wuula certainly prove 
that Miss Bond was lavering under aun hallucina- 
tion Wuen she identified Joon Moutgomery.

Cornell and Rockwell as their 
own witnesses, Which, oun the face, is a confession 
of weakness. All along the defense has, by their 
confident manner and evert hints, caused an im- 
pressiou to prevail that they possess some new 
point of evidence, some téstimony so fresh 
and strong that it will disarm 
the prosecution, and surprise them into a panic. 
THIS IMPRESSION 

has been considerabiy dissipated by the hard- 
fought contest on Judye Thornton’s motions to 
dismiss, and py the apxious countenances of the 
defendants. If fhe defense had some new and 
powerful evidence in their behalf, it stands to 
reasou that they would. not fight trifies as biiterly 
as they do. With tue chances of introducing medi- 
cal expert testimony tadiug away, the public mind 
setties duwn tothe opinion that the great, big, 
strong point of the defeuse will be an alibi. Now 
ou the preliminary trial the clearest Kind of an alibi 
was proved, Then, the alibi was, and it will be 
ihe same during the present trial, as follows: It 
will be proved that Junn C. Montgomery was at 
the bouse of George and Juseph Youkers from 
half past three o’clock tutil six the aiternoon the 
oulrage was committed.

Waat we want 
is tuls: Hold grainon track until we can see it 
and order it town elevator, or sell it on track, or 
reship, as we think Destto the interest of our 
shippers; as Chicago is coimpelledto do under 
your State law. 

“If roads and elevators on east side persist in 
doing as for years past, State inspection will step 
ip and compel them to do it.

How the Partial Payment System 
Invites Dishonesty.

Album, Book and Wringer Agents and Their 
Practices—A Talk with Some Queer Fel- 
lows. 


“Whatcan you make selling those albums?” 
said a reporter to an itinerant agent, as the latter 
wiped away the remaining froth of a schooner of 


beer from his mouth. 

“Oh, sometimes one doilar and sometimes two. 
I haven’t made a nickel to-day, although just now 
before Christmas is the pest time. If it wasn’t for 
that I'd pawn this sample to-night, and I may do 
it anyhow.” 

“But haven’t you put up security with the man- 
ager for it?” 

“No, you bet your life I haven’t, A man must 
be green to cive security in any agency peddling 
business. They may ask you fer security, but if 
you are at ail ‘up’ you can work it without. Then 
when you are tired of the business you can sell 
your sam uples for cash and be so much 
ahead. can get a couple of 
books, or albums, or wringers, or anything else 
out of avy concern in this town, or any other city, 
before they get on tome. I was selling wringers 
last week. I sold two samples at a discount for 
casi) one day and jumped the job. If you want to 
try the racket, Ili show you how. If you 

ARE FRETTY SLICK 

and can get a good reference you might work sev- 
eral concerns at once,and make one or two days 
of fine work. Iam pretty well played out here, 
and am going South, No, there’s no money to be 
made out of such doings. It’s being played, 
though. all the time, as it is easy and gets the 
drinks for a day or two. This ain’t my business. 
lam a book-keeper when I can get a job.” 

The reporter thought that the only way he 
could make anything out .of the agency 
business woulda to investigate the other 
side. Accordingly he  calied 
of the book agencies here that cons 
advertise for agents to se)l upon the instalment 
plan. The gentleman in charge admitted that his 
firm was occasionally im upon by unscrup- 
ulous agents, but deni that deception was 80 
common, or so easy, as the album agent had rep- 
resented it to the reporter, “Experience,” he 
said, “has taught us that we must require a dc- 
posit, covering the cost of every sample taken 
out. If we. didn’t, five minutes would be suf- 
ficient in which to take account of stock on the 
ist of January. Don’t we ever let men of super- 
ior appearance have samples on our own estimate 
of their honesty? Yes; not long ago we let a 
newspaper reporter, named Hill (No such man is 
known to the guild here, and is, therefore, 
probably. a case of sharp imposition) have 
some stock, and we never saw hiin afterwards.” 

“How about the people you sell these albums 
and books to at 25 and 50 cents a week? Don’t 
they constantly beat you? The articles are small, 
a! concealed, ana not worth replevylow.’’ 

“The man who makes the sale does not deliver 
the article, and before its delivery we try to in- 
vestigate the standing of the buyer. If he has no 
stauding, or is a transient, we don’t deliver the 
article. There are many respectable rascals, 
however, and of course we get beaten sometimes.”’ 

Another managing agent in the same line of 
business was calicd upon. He talked in much 
the sume strain as the first, except that when the 
reporter referred to number one, number two said 
that number one had been some linea 

MOST TERRIBLY SWINDLED. 

He said: “Why a good-looking man came to 
me one day, and he liad eighty orders for albums 
and books, alitaken ina big manufacturing es- 
tablishment in the north endof theeity. He 
asked me what I would give tur the lot. I was 
afraid and told him I wouldn’t touchthem. He 
said he had a big offer froma rival house. Well, 
the result was that the firm over there (pointing) 
that told you they were never taken in, bought the 
orders, paying of course a large amount, for if the 
orders were coliectabie, they were worth a doliar 
or two apiece commission. The result was a 
nearly total loss. The workmen either did not 
take the albums, or when they did 
proved beats and would not pay 
for them. The sharp young fellow who 
took the orders skipped «to Chicago the very night 
be got his money.” 

The reporter thought that if he was to go back 
to number one, he could probably learn of some 
slick game which had been played upon number 
two. He concluded, however, to try a wringer 
man on Olive street. The wringer man said: 

“Have lever been taken in? Well,1 should 
sayso. My experience is that nine outoft ten 
men who apply to sell wripgers on partial pay- 
ments for commissions are rascals. They wiil 
beat you if they possibly can,avd they too often 
can. I have a man down there in _ jail 
bow doing a term of six months, 
who sold eight wringers for cash 
ana then skipped. I was out of town, or he 
cuuldn’t have piayed his game so deep. And yet 
I have been beaten since, and probably will be 
again. Apy manager who tells you that he 
doesn't frequently put out gvods without cash 
duwn, or a reference that wili make good the 
cash, is talking for a purpose. We all expect 
to get Deaten some, Dut We Make up the occasional 
luss by the

It is just the same way -with spring beds, and to 
some extent with sewing machines. Only last 
week a sewing machine agent came here and 
wanted to place a spring bed where he had 
already placed a machine.

A CRAZY BIRD. 


The Mournings of a Dove at the Loss of a 

Mate—Strange Actions.

Evm?fra, N. Y., December 20.—What has been 
known to railroad men for a long time as “The 
Crazy Dove” met its death on Saturday last. The 
dove was one of a pair that was presented toa 
little girl living near Corning.

The femate. circied 
about the spot fora few munutes in evident 
amazement at the sudden disappearance of its 
mate. Ske then flew toa mile-post near-by, and 
for along time gave utterance to the mournitul 
notes characteristic of griefin the dove, Sud- 
denly she seemed to realize what had 

TAKEN HER MATE FROM HER, 

and flew swiltly inthe direetion the train had 
gone. She did not return until noon. She 
alighted at the cote, where she remained the rest 
ot the day uttering her plaintive cries. Next 
morning just before 7 o’clock she was seen to fly 
away and take her position at the mile post, the 
spot where sheshad seen her mate the day before. 
‘hen the express train came along she flew at 
the locomotive, and circled about the smoke- 
stack and the cut,as if looking for her 
mate. She followed the train for a _ mile 
or more and then returned. Every day she 
REPEATED HER STRANGE ACTIONS, 
taking her place at the milestone exactiy the 
same time in the morning and awaiting the com- 
lng of the train. She never went further than a 
miie or so wiih the train, when she woulda return 
to her cote and mourn her absent companion. 
On Saturday, either through accident or design, 
she flew against the smoke-stack of the locomo- 
tive, as her mate had done, and was killed.
